The sudden death of John P. Altgeld, 


former governor of Illinois, at Peorin 
from an attack of paralysis ends a re- 
markably interesting, -active and pic- 
turesque .-areer. lie was born in Ger- 
many in 1847, but was reared on a 
farm in Ohio. "When sixteen years of 
age, tie entered the Union army and 
carried a musketil'or six months in the 
campaign around Richmond. 
After- 


ward he taught scliool in Ohio. In the 
spring of 1809, when twenty-one years 
old, he started to seek his fortune in 
the west; Traveling across southern 
Illinois on foot, with a Jitnited amount 
of loose change, but with the same 
quiet, invincible spirit of determina- 
tion to get there that had distinguish- 
ed him- since and landed him well up 
on the ladder of fortune, he arrived at 
the Mississippi river opposite St. Louis 
•with undiininished energy and 15 cents 
in his pocket 
After paying out ]Q 


cents of tin's to the ferry for carrying 
over himself and a. companion who 
hadn't even that aruonnt of capital to 
draw on lie spent'the .other 5 cents for 
n sheet of paper, an envelope arid a 
stamp to let his family know of h's 
safe arrival, and then, penniless, but 
determined, he tightened his belt as 
substitute for a square nueal and start- 
ed on his career. 
After .working for 


awhile In St. Louis,he went to south- 
ern Kansas, which wns having a boom. 
Here lie was taken sick and in that 
new country was reduced to severe 
straits. Again native grit pulled him 
through, he walking TOO miles in his 
bare feet across the oppai prairie in or- 
der to get north. 
Ho t'Jien settled in 


northwestern 
Missouri, 
where 
he 


taught school and studietT.law. 


In 1S72 he was admitted'to the bar. 


Ilis ability and tireless perseverance 
had already become so well known 
that he was immediately appointed 
city attorney of Savannah. 
Subse- 


quently elected state attorneyv of An- 
drews county, the "pale Dutchman." 
as he was dubbed by, the people, soon 
became known as'ono'of the foremost 
lawyers of. that.pa'rt of the state, noted 
as it was for its jurists—and colonels. 


Feeling the need.trt a" larger field, he 


resigned in 1875Tand iwent",to Chicago, 
where he knew; < nobody,' but where 
push and a capacity,^foriWbrk were an 
introduction to i'everybody. 
He soon 


built up a large 'practice, his connec- 
tion with the Storeyjj5vill£case.bringing 
him into prominence. 'inevitaWy drift- 
ing into politics,jforVuich,Jie seemed 
to have a natural bent, he served as 
judge of the superior/court of Chicago 
from 1SS6 to 189r*and asjgovcrnor of 
Illinois from ISSS'to' 1897. His pardon 
of Fielden, Sclrwab 'and Neebe, known 
as the '%Laymarketianarchi3ts," excit- 
ed wide comment 
\ r \ 


The late John P. Altgeld had In re- 


cent years engaged much in the lec- 
ture field. His latest lecture previous 
to the one delivered at Peoria on the 
evening of his death was given at Bui'- 


• falo, his theme being "Shall the .Peo- 
ple Own the Monopolies?" He saidUn 
'part: 


"The inventions, tho discoveries and 


the progress of the sciences during the 
last century tended to shorten dis- 
tances, to bring, the different parts of 
the earth together and made it possi- 
ble for man to not only go quickly 
from one point to another, but they 
made it possible for him to execute his 
will simultaneously in various places. 
They enlarged the field of personal su- 
p.ervision and activity. 
Out of this 


condition Ms come an era of consoli- 
dation and concentration. Little things 
are giving way to great things, little 
shops to great shops, little stores to 
great stores, little ships to great ships. 
little railroads to great railroads, little 
governments to great' governments, 
small institutions to great institutions, i 
The result of this consolidation in it- j 
self should be beneficial. It cheapens ; 
the cost of production, and in govern- 
i 


mcnts it should cheapen the cost of 
operation, wlrje in the railway world 
it greatly increases the convenience of 
the public. 


"It is apparent that these conditions 


are permanent, and it is also obvious 
that we would not change them if we 
could. 
We do not want to- do away 


•with the big ships and go back to the 
little ships, to do away witb the big 
stores and go back to the littlte stores, 
to do away with>the great trunk lines 
traversing a continent and go back to 
tbe little constituent roads tbat were 
consolidated. 


"These consolidations are beneficial 


to mankind if properly managed, but 
they have completely wiped .out com- 
petition in certain fields and establish- 
ed monopolies, and from the very na- 
ture of the case these monopolies will 
be permanent <It is no longer possible. 
to have competition in supplying the 
Inhabitants of a city with water or gas 
or electric-light oc street railway serv- 
ice. 


"It is also apparent that in respect 


.to tbe operation of steam railroads 
there is no longer competition Jn so far 
ns the business affects tbe mirjorHy of 
the people, and a number of .our great 
Industries have passed into the con- 
trol of combinations, so that they are 
monopolies that cnn in many cases pny 
•imply what they choose for raw ma-

Gorilla kuntluK Is a distinct sensation 


even for the veteran hunter. This ani- 
mal, which 1ms become confused some- 
what with fable and fiction, is a reali- 
ty and a decidedly unpleasant one to 
engage. The west Africans are mortal- 
ly afraid of it, believing that the brute 
contains the spirit of a man. They at- 
tribute to it all sorts of ferocities, like 
the carrying off of a human beiiuc. who 
Is permitted to return after being de- 
prived of "toe and linger nails, 


"Skilled hnnters have never observed 


uny of these doings, but they testify to 
the brute's strength and t'wociiy," says 
Allen Sangree in Ainslee's. "Accordiisg 
to a French sportsman, a full gnnvn 
gorilla can bite through a tree six inch- 
es thick in order to secure the sap and 
twist a gun barrel with the swollen 
bunches of muscle that serve for an::4*. 
Ills roar is terrifying and can be hesird 
for a distance of three miles. 


"'1 shall never forget ho\v the first 


one impressed me,' says the Kreaeh- 
man, 'for I had a bad attack of shakes. 
The woods had been filled some time 
with a harking roar, but 1 saw IK,thing 
until my guide clucked softly 
and 


pointed to a tree alongside which stood 
nn immense male gorilla. There, he re- 
mained but twelve yards away, boldly 
facing us with bis lame chest, must- 
hir arms, fiercely glaring deep gra 
eyes and a hellish expression, until i 
moved. 


"'At that he dropped to all fours and 


cami: six yards nearer, sitting up to 
beat his breasts with his hum1 fists a 
defiance—so that it soundiil like an im 
rnense drum. Ills roar A\ as ino^t singu- 
lar, hcirinti'itg with a Kind of bark .".nil 
deepening into a bas< roll that l i t < rally 
resembled thunder. The short hair o'l 
his forehead was twitching, his power- 
ful fangs showed unplcasanth, and, 
feeling he. was about to attack and in- 
cidentally being seared green, I shot 
him through the heart.

A CHURCH LIGHTHOUSE. 


Charleston, S. €., HUH the Only On* 


lii the World. 


The only church in the world so far 


us is known that is also n lighthouse is 
St. Philip's church, Charleston, S. C. 


St. 1'hilip's, which is one of the oldest 


churches in America, is known as the 
"Westminster abbey of South Caroli- 
na," because within and about its walls 
BO many distinguished men lie buried, 
including John C. Callioun. The history 
of the old church is closely interwoven 
with that of South Carolina, and many 
of the most celebrated events in the 
history of the province are connected 
with it. 


It is one of the sights of Charleston, 


and strangers are always taken to see 
it and shown its graves and monu- 
ments. 


The most remarkable feature of the 


old church, however, is the fact that 
its lofty steeple serves the pin-pose of 
a lighthouse and is used to guide the 
seafarer and mariner safely into the 
port of Charleston. The use of the stee- 
ple as a lighthouse dates back to 1S1M. 
when the United States lighthouse de- 
partment succeeded by dint of repeated 
efforts iu inducing the vestry of the 
old church to allow a lantern to be 
placed in the upper story of the steeple 
to b" used as a range light for vessels 
entering the harbor turough the jetties 
at its mouth. 


The liu'ht used is very powerful and 


Is placed at an altitude of about J'_'." 
feet above the ground, so that it is 
easily visible t h i r t y miles at sea. Ship1- 
making for Charleston harbor at muhl 
alwa\s keep a sharp lookout for Si. 
1'hilip's light and as soon as (hey sight 
it get it into line with the beacon on 
Ki.rt Sainter and then make a straight 
n\\ay run for the mouth of tlje jetties 
and up through them into the harbor 
of Charleston. 


St. 1'hilip's church steeple is consider- 


ed one of the handsomest architec- 
turally in the world and ahs.iys at 
tracts the eye of strangers enterili', 
Charleston from the sea by its com 
mamling height and artistic pr.ipor 
tions.—St. JLouis Republic.

SOTHAM'S MO^EY LENDERS? 


Turned O\ cr liapjtlly at the 


StovU I^xoJuiujie. 


At the extreme south side of the 


New York Stock Exchange Is n bat- 
tered post with the word "Loans" 
painted on it In big letters. Around 
UK bast; on stormy market days bro- 
kers howl and shout themselves hoarse 
or voice aud red as to face in their ef- 
forts to borrow money or to lend it at 
the best prevailing rates. 


Kvery day around the loan post from 


?3.">,000,000 to .$50,000,000 is loaned to 
needy stockbrokers to tide over their 
deals or to complete big transactions 
already under way. On a very busy 
day or at a panicky season the scram- 
ble about the loan ]• jst takes on the 
appearance of an active Irish fair. Ev- 
ery dollar thua loaned on the floor of 
the exchange Is secured by collateral 
security considered gilt edged by the 
man with the money. 


These money lenders of the exchange 


turn capital over rapidly. Most of the 
iii'iuey is loaned on "call," says a cor- 
respondent of the 1'ittsburg Dispatch, 
"which means that the lender may call 
It in ut any time, and seldom Is it 
loaned in this way for longer than thir- 
ty to sixty diiys. The rate of interest 
changes often, but It Is usually on an 
ascending scale. In panic times It has 
been known to go as high as 50 and 00 
j.er cent. Russell Sage, who has been 
lending money for sixty years, is the 
largest private money lender in the 
United States. Mr. Sage for his mon- 
ey asks only the ruling rate. 


.1. I'. Morgan's idea of lending money 


in Wall street is to lend it when the 
olher money brokers are pinching nnd 
squeezing and threatening collapse to 
the market. Frequently he sends one 
of his parincT.s to the floor of the ex- 
change when cither bulls or bears are 
in a demoralized condition with the 
announcement that he has $10,000,000 
or $15,000,000 to lend at the legal rate. 
As the ''legal rate" is frequently from 
8 to 10 per cent below the rate the oth- 
er private lenders are charging, the 
effect of his partner's appearance on 
the tloor of the exchange with a state- 
ment of that tenor is electrical, and the 
rate comes tumbling down.

Tho provisions of the "post check" 


currency bill, now before congress, in- 
troduced in the senate by Mr. McMil- 
lan and In the house by Mr. Gardner 
of Michigan, provides for printing the 
one, two and five dollar bills in the fu- 
ture1 v.'ith blank spaces ou the face. 
These bills of course pass from hand 
to bund before the blanks are filled. I 
When it is desired to send one in the 
mails, the blanks are Tilled in with the 
name of the payee, his city and state, 
a two cent postage stamp is placed iu 
ancnher blank space and canceled with 
the initial.i of the sender in ink, the 
name <,£ the sender is signed on the 
back and. presto! his money has sud- 
denly ceased to exist as currency and 
hab been transformed into a check on 
the United St.Ues govermntuit, having 
all the safety of any bank check nud i 
ready for inclositrc in his letter. When \ 
the- payee receives this check, he treats 
it just as he would any other cheek - 
indorses it, goes to the nearest bank or 
posioCice and deposits it or has it 
cashed.

The paid cheek finally reaches tha 


treasury department, when it is re- 
placed by a new one with the spaces 
unfilled. This keeps the circulation at 
par. Xo change whatever is mftde in 
'.lie financial pi-licy of the government, 
the only change being in the character 
of the printing on the bills of $o and 
under. 


The bill also piwidcs for the issue of 


TT.l.dl 10,001) of 1'iaetional currency with 
blank spaces similar to the larger de- 
nominations in place of an equal 
amount of money of larger denomina- 
tions, presumably twenty and fifty dol- 
Itir bills. The provision under the new 
system for n conti'iual reissue insures 
clean money both in the fractional cur- 
rency and in the larger bills. Tho gov- 
ernment fee of tbe five, ten, fifteen, 
t\\cnt.v-!i\e and titty cent pieces is to 
be a cent each.

to those desiring to scud small amounts
